| AS TO THE AGREEMENT. 
_ Whether the understanding is of 
any value remains to be seen. It 
is realized by the authorities here 
that had Obregon, with Carranza’s 
approval, signed an agreement per- 
mitting the invading columns to 
roam at will in Northern Mexico, 


might have followed which would 
have resulted in the overthrow of. 
the de facto government, or at least 
seriously have weakened it. This 
explains the unwillingness of Car- 
ranza to authorize Obregon to pen 
his name to the protocol which was 
drafted some days ago and approved 
by President Willson. The “First 
Chief” can now explain to his peo- 
ple that he would not enter into an 
arrangement which contemplated 
the presence of foreign troops upon 
Mexican soil and he can renew his 
demands for our withdrawal, pub- 
lishing his notes and displaying dip- 
lomatic activity which will help to 
tide over the critical time during 
which the pursuit of Villa can be 
vigorously undertaken.

The administration realizes, how- 


ever, that the Mexican situation is 
full of dynamite and that an explo- 
sion may occur at any time. Up to 
this time Gen. Carranza has dis- 
played extraordinary control of the 
men under his command. Undoubt- 
edly some of his soldiers have par- 
ticipated in the border raids and in 
sniping at American troops, but 
these cannot possibly be placed at 
the door of Carranza. What has 
been and is feared is that a la 

body of Carranzistas would make an 
attack on an American column, and 
if this should occur it would be ex- 
tremely difficult for the President to 
refrain from active intervention, 

From all the information obtain- 
able here it is believed Carranza 
will go to any possible length to 
avold a conflict with the \ United 
States. Whether he can succeed re- 
mains to be seen. 

So far as the President can prop- 
erly do so without menace to the 
American forces in Mexico or along 
the border he will help the de facto 
government.

Thus, in the American 
Civil War, all medical supplies, in- 
cluding quinine and anae ca, 
were prevented from reaching the 
Conferderate States. 

“It is urged by the Germans, how- 
ever, that under Article 29 of the 
Declaration of London, articles serv- 
ing exclusively to aid the sick or 
wounted may not be treated as con- 
traband of war. Leaving aside the 
question whether the Declaration 
of London applies to the question 
at issue, it should be pointed out 
that there are in any case very few 
articles which can be used ex- 
clusively to aid the sick er wounded. 
Attempts have been made to draw 
up lists but it has been found im- 
possible to obtain any general agree- 
ment among bDbelligerents on such 
lists. In view of these differences, 
and the fact to distinguish what is 
intended for the wounded or for the 
civil population or for the troops 
of Germany has now become impos- 
sible, owing to the high war organ- 
ization which has been evoked, the 
allied governments have been obliged 
to insist that Article 29 of the 
Declaration of London caf, in’ the 
present circumstances, be held to ap- 
ply only to Red Cross supplies 
which are dispatched by a neutral 
nation to a properly organized Red 
Cross unit under full control of that 
nation.’”’

official communication was issued 
this evening: 


“On the .Jeft bank of the Meuse 
fighting today permitted us to en- 
large noticeably -our positions south- 
east of Haucourt. A spirited bom- 
bardment occurred in the region of 
Le Mort Homme and Cumieres. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
there was a violent bombardment of 
our first and second line trenches 
between the Haudremont wood and 
Vaux. A German attack against our 
trenches southeast of Fort Douau- 
mont Was completely repulsed. 

“On the rest of the front artillery 
actions, which were especially spir- 
ited in Champagne and in the Vos- 
ges, have occurred.” 

Belgian communication: | 

“After a violent shelli of our 
works in the environs of xmude, 
German detachments twice attempt- 
ed to occupy an element of trenches 
on the bank of the Yser. Both at- 
tacke were repulsed. The Belgian 
artillery has directed a concentrated 
fire around Dixmude and on German 
defensive organizations to the north 
of that town. The enemy's works 
have been shattered.” 


ROME (via London) May 12.— 
The official statement given out by 
the War Office today follows: 

“There were artillery actions 
along the Trentino. They were most 
intense in the Col di Lana zone. In 
the Plezzo basin yesterday the en- 
emy attempted two attacks. against 
our points on Mt. Cukla, but both 
were promptly repulsed by our fire. 

“On the Carso the enemy was ac- 
tive in mining operations and also 
used liquid fire ineffectually.”

“Western front: Southeast of the 
Hohengzollern redoubt near Hulluch, 
German battalions from the Palati- 
nate yesterday stormed several ‘ines 
of a British position. Up to this 
time 127 unwounded prisoners have 
been brought in, Several machine 
guns were taken. The- enemy suf- 
fered heavy losses, especially during 
a futile counter-attack. 

“In the Argonne the French at- 
tacked La Fille Morte, using flame- 
throwers. The attack failed. 

“In the Meuse district there has 
been artillery fire by both § sides. 
Aside from a feeble attempt of the 
French in the Thiaumont wood 
there has been no important in- 
fantry action. 

“Eastern front: A German air 
squadron dropped numerous bombs 
on the Horodzieja station, on the 
line between Krashin and Minsk.” 


FROM CONSTANTINOPLE,

CONSTANTINOPLE (Turkey) 
May 12 (via London.)—The War 
Office announced today that the 
Russian troops which were defeated 
on May 8 in the Mt. Kope sector 
of the Caucasus front, béing expelled 
from positions nearly ten miles in 
length, have been pursued to the 
eastward. The Russians are now at- 
tempting to make a stand in new 
positions. 

The announcement says: 

Mesopotamia front: “The situa- 
tion is unchanged. A* hostile aero- 
plane was hit by our guns and 
dropped in flames behind the trench- 
es of the enemy. 

“Caucasus front: The enemy 
troops which were expelled on May 
8 from their positions were pur- 
sued eastward. They are making 
every effort to maintain themselves 
in new positions. 

“Dardanelles front: Five hostile 
guardships which attempted to ap- 
proach Tekke Burnu were driven 
off by our artillery. 

“In the waters of Smyrna a hos- 
tile monitor appeared off the Island 
of Kensten and opened fire. Our 
batteries replied and hit the monitor, 
destroying her funnel and mast. The 
monitor stopped firing and turned 


back in the pirection of Mytilene.”

Prof. Taylor Says 
Alone Can Handle Matter.

INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.) May 12.— 
The 1917 national conference of 
eharities and corrections wili be 


held in Pittsburgh, it was decided 
today. The date of the conference 
will be fixed by the executive and 
local committees. 

Prof. Graham Taylor of Chicago 
was one of the principal speakers 
here tonight at the general session 
of the national conference, which 
was devoted to “unemployment con- 
siderations by way of preparedness 
for dealing with the next period of 
stress.” 

The question of unemployment 
cannet be met properly, Prof. Tay- 
lor said, unless by Federal action. 

“T was in the British Parliament 
when $20,000,000 was voted with- 
out division to keep working men 
in the centers and to build work- 
ingmen's homes,”’ said Prof. Taylor. 
‘That experience convinced me that 
the problem of unemployment is a 
problem of Federal scope, and es- 
sentially a matter for government 
handling. Im the national crisis the 
problem was met and promptly 
solved by government action, In 
time of peace that action would 
have been scoffed at and derided.”

TRUSTED BANK CASHIER 


CHARGED WITH FORGERY.

AN DIEGO, May 12.—The pecu- | 
lations of E. Milton Barber 
from the San Diego Savings 

Bank, of which he was cashier un- 
til Tuesday, will probably amount 
to $20,000. The complaint on which 
the gay banker and society man 
was arrested last night named the 
amount of $2500 for which he had 
forged a check, but it was stated 
at the District Attorney's office today 
that other similar charges would be 
brought. W. R. Williams, superin- 
tendent of banks, and the bank of- 
ficials are making investigation of 
Barber’s accounts and exact 
amount will not be known for tome 
days. 

It is known that Barber had been 
tetting at the Tia Juana race track 
and had lost heavily recently. He 
was a liberal spender, always head- 
ed every public subscription gen- 
erously, and was one of the most 
popular men of the city, Barber 
had been employed with the San Di- 
ego Savings Bank for twenty-one 
years and had the entire confidence 
of his employers. 

The discrepancy in his accounts 
was not discovered until the bank 
examiner visited the institution a 


week ago Monday. The matter was 
then reported and investigation 
started by W. B. Williams, State 
bank superintendent. 

The charge on which Barber was 


arrested was forging check on 
the account of Mrs. H. McAfee 
for $2500. The account was an in- 
active one and had been in the bank 
for nine years. 

Barber was arraigned last night 
shortly before midnight, and every 
effort was made to keep the affair 
quiet by the Bank officials. He 
was held on $15,000 bond, which 
was paid by friends. The former 
bank cashier is in the Paradise Val- 
ley Sanatorium, suffering from a 
nérvous breakdown, tonight. 

The charge was brought last 
night by M. T. Gilmore, president 
of the bank, who, together with the 
bank superintendent, states that the 
peculations of Barber will have no 
effect on the bank, the affairs of 
which are perfectly sound. Barber 
asserts:that he was authorized to 
draw the check tn order to make 
a loan for Mrs. McAfee, but this is 
denied by Mrs. McAfee. 

Barber was known throughout 
Southern California as a lover of 
sports and was one o* the crack 
shots of the State. His trial was 
set for May 18 before Justice of the 
Peace Keating. It is said that 
friends have offered to make good 
the amount of money taken by Bar- 
ber, but this will not prevent the 
District Attorney from prosecuting 
the case. 2

Workers for the bonds, finding 
that sentiment against the bonds 
was strong at noon, redoubled their 
lefforts to get friends to the polls 
in the afterriocon. Opponents of the 
issue distributed circular@ in many 
districts and were claiming a Victory 
early in the day. 

Arguments used by the antis were 
that the folk dances taught the 
children in the first four grades 
were detrimental to them and led 
to the one-step and bunny hug, and 
a school board which could not see 
it that way was unfit to have the 
handling of the bond money; that 
the board did not take the people 
into its confidence when it planned 
the bond election; that the board 
has not been economical with the 
moneys already spent; that the in- 
termediate schools are yet in their 
experimental stage. 

The board in answer says that they 
referred the matter of folk dances 
to the parents and were supported 
in their position favoring them; that 
the matter of calling a bond election 
for intermediate schools was suffi- 
cently aired in the public press; 
that every dollar of money spent 
since the High School was built was 
made to go as far as possible; that 
in the cities where the intermedi- 
ate schools have been tried they 
have proven a success. 

Because of the loss of the bond 
election educational heads are in 
despair regarding the handling of 
the vast numbers of students who 
are knocking at the gates of,schools 
already crowded. More than 300 
students of the High School stand 
up in the main auditorium because 
of lack of seating room. Maneof 
the grammar schools are crowded, 
Tt is stated that another effort will 
be made in the near future to have 
bonds voted for school extension 
purposes.

In other words, the stand-pat at- 
titude of the board against re- 
opening negotiations with the power 
companies has radically altered and 
the city is back where it was a few 
months ago, plus a few thousand 
unsightly poles and minus several 
thousands of dollars for equipment 
which may never be needed if the 
plan of purchasing the existing lines 
is carried out. 

The feature of the meeting was 
disclosed immediately following the 
reading of a proposition to purchase 
the distributing system of all three 
companies, submitted by the Munic- 
ipal League to tne City Council and 
referred by that body to the Public 
Service Commission. The plan as 
outlined would require the expendi- 
ture of about $30,000,000 in addition 
to the bonds already voted. 

Charlies Langmuir, president of the 
Municipal League, and T. E. Gib- 
bon, representing that organization, 
spoke in favor of the proposition and 
precipitated a gingery argument in 
which, at times, all the members of 
the board participated simultaneous- 
ly. Members of the board strenuous-

Was smashed by the engine of a train pro- 
ceeding at express speed. The Coroner’s 
jury found there was a lack of proper pre 
caution by the railroad company in safe- 
guarding the public. They pronounced this 
verdict because of the fact that trains 
over the crossing at a high rate of 
and that the crossing view is obstructed 
several hundred feet of buildings. 

This railroad company, like all other ' 
panies running into Los Angeles, has done 
@ great deal of late years in providing for 
safety. It has installed many wigwags or 
Sutomatic flagmen and has also installed 
gates and put on.watchmen at numerous 
city crossings. Despite all it has done in 


settied prog in this regard. They 
must arrange to get rid of a certain num- 


necessary expenditure. One by one they 
can remove these crossings, and until tile 
work is done every crossing should be 
properly flagged. Let us have no more of 
this killing of men, womeh and children. 

We recognize to the full the great en- 
deavors the railroads make to avoid acct- 
dents and are aware of the great burden 
that they must shoulder in order to banish 
the level crossing; but the fact remains 
that there is only one way in which the 
public can be safeguarded and that is by 
abolishing these fearful menaces to the 
safety and lives of the people. Therefore 
nothing remains but to do away with them. 
They must go, and let there no time 
wasted about it. 


HE CRY FOR PEACE. 
4 Perhaps it takes a confirmed optimist 
to detect them, yet the signs are not want- 
ing that the various peace movements in 
the belligerent countries are gaining ground. 
The very denials of peace proposals that 
appear in the daily columns of the foreign 
newspapers. are encouraging. The cry for 
peace, the utter weariness of war are the 
one basis upon which all the warring ne 
tions are in accord—only the terms upon 
which it is to be settled are in dispute. 
Perhaps they have not quite reached the 
stage of bopelessness that makes peace at 
any price urgently desirable, but all of them 
have arrived at the point where the cry 
goes up “How long?” where they are 
searching their hearts for the irreducible 
minimum they are prepared to accept. 
Germany no longer talks of the essential 
subjugation of England, of her irrevocable 
tion to maintain all conquered terri- 
, of enfegcing large indemnities, of de- 
manding cession of British colonies. 
England no longer mentions St. Helena 
filppantly in connection with the Kaiser or 
insists upon the utter annihilation of Ger- 
many before peace can be considered. Jn- 
deed many of the allies’ journals print rea- 
soning articles showing a marked modifica- 
tion of the implacable hatred that was so 
evident in the first days of the war. There 


| is a very obvious disposition to find exten- 


uating circumstances on both sides, to at 
least try to enter into the viewpoint of the 
other fellow. 

In Germany “the enemy” has pretty well 
resolved itself into England only. Leading 
editoridia make a point of dismissing the 
rest of the allies as “British tools” to be 
treated with tolerance and soon forgiven. 
The allies, too, have adopted the pityiag 
attitude towards Austria, Turkey and Bul- 
garia—affecting to believe that these are 
really good, if misguided, friends who are 
fast coming to reason. — 

The best authorities on the war convey a 
definite impression that the gredt impend- 
ing conflict between the British and Ger- 
mans in Flanders, for which the Germans 
are said to have massed 800,000 of the very 
flower of their army—the reason why Gen. 
Joffre would not permit the British to weak- 
en their line by sending reinforcements to 
the French at Verdun—will decide the is- 
suc. They imply that the Germans never 
hoped to get through at Verdun, but only 
to exhaust the French to the point where 
they would be helpless to assist the British 
when the great encounter comes. Which- 
ever side wins victory in that encounter will, 
it is felt, be ready to sue for peace. The 
Kaiser's last note to President Wilson held 
many covert hints to that effect. 

At the economic conference of the allies 
in Paris Lord Courtney's attitude, which 
was understood to reflect the opinions of 
a large following in England, was on the 
side of mercy and generosity. He depre- 
cated the plans to carry on the war with 
Germany through economic measures after 
the war and made a plea for greater mag- 
naminity 


Another hopeful sign is the insurance 
rate of the London underwriters covering 
the risk of peace not being declared by the 
end of the year. It has dropped from 70 


oer 


per cent. to 40 per cent., indicating that the 
odds are six to four in favor of peace with- 
in six months or so. : 

England, too, has lifted the ban on peace 
meetings. The government gave its full per- 
mission for a “Stop the War” meeting in 
Trafalgar Square and, although the partici- 
pants were jeered at as slackers and shirk- 
ers and cowards in many newspapers, it is 
on record that the attendance was immense. 

In the Reichstag at Berlin the voices of 
the peace party have been heard more fre- 
quently with less penalty, and even the 
news from Switzerland that three German 
Officers and twenty-eight soldiers have been 
executed for distributing peace pamphlets in 
the trenches is hopeful im that it indicates 
that peace propagandists are at work and 
that at they were not flayed by the 
wrath of their fellows. 

The persistent disavowals of peace pro- 
posals are very much in the nature of Ger- 
many’s disavowals of submarine tactics— 
facts to be repudiated for the sake of di- 
plomacy. Reading between the lines of the 
‘most recent notes from Germany, certain 
hints of preparedness for peace are not 
wanting. 

Even Don Alvara Alcala Galliano’s book, 
“Spain and the European War,” just pub- 
lished, which has a marked leaning toward 
the allies’ cause and denounces Germany, 
conveys the impression that Spain expects 
a reasonable and equitable peace at no dis- 
tant date on the lines of a generous give 
and take. 

That peace will Ve declared as suddenly 
as war is to be expected. Authorities look 
to Flanders and the next few weeks to 
precipitate it. There is a general feeling 
that until the British and Germans have 
tried issue once again neither side will feel 
quite ready to “follow the dictates of its 
heart.” But after that, whichever way vic- 
tory goes, the peacemakers will have fer- 
tile ground to work upon. And there is 
every indication that the peace, when it 
comes, will largely restore the status quo 
ante for the more powerful belligerents, 
more independence for the smaller states, 
and a wonderful revival of hope and thanks- 
giving in a sadly desolated world. A de- 
nouement not unlike that of Galeworthy’s 
play, “Strife,” in which the final compro- 
mise left things very much as they were, 
but for a thousand desolated homes, a thou- 
sand sad and empty hearts, a thousand 
broken men.

(New York Sun:} The European Allies’ o's 


‘ expenditure in the United States of nearly 
100,000,000 for war horses in a little over a 
year of the present conflict is a good many 
times the whole expenditure of both North 
and South for the same object during the 
four years of the Civil War. Cavalry has 
gone up in the air, so to speak, in the Eu- 
ropean war, but it kept its feet or part of 
them most of the time on the ground fifty 
years ago. Cavalry horses and draft ani- 
mals and beasts of burden played relatively 
a far more important part ia the Civil War 
than they are now playing in Europe. — 

The nearest approach to the motor ve 
hicles so important today in war were the 
light draft gunboats that the Union kept ply- 
ing on shallow Southern rivers for the con- 
veyance of troops and supplies, and for shell- 
ing the enemy afloat or ashore. The South 
made a far smaller use of such craft. As 
now in Europe, the Southern railroads were 
used by one side or the other, but the South 
of 1860-1861 was as ill provided with rail- 
roads as Russia of today. 

When secession began Uncle Sam was el- 
most horseless, but when the firing upon 
Fort Sumter was followed by the call for voi- 
unteers, cavalry regiment$ were rapidly or- 
ganized, and many of the volunteer cavalry- 
men, both offieers and privates, fode their 
own horses, taken from the plow, from the 
doctor's rig, the teamster’s wagon; from the 
racing stable. 

This country of 1861 was a land of horses. 
Two-thirds of the people were farmers and 
every vehicle in town or country was drawn 
by horses, mules or oxen. All over the South 
there were good horses.

Iindurative Headache. 


EADACHE, which in one 

other ig one of the most 

human allments, is dependent u 7 
great variety of derangements. Eye strains, 
nasal disease and gastric disorders are re- 
sponsible for a vast majority of aching 
heads, and the nervous system \is proverb- 
fally active in provoking this affliction. The 
muscular system is also a factor in certain 
types of headaches, particularly the group 
of muscles of the neck attached to the back 
of the skull. Headaches of this kind are 
known as “indurative headaches,” and have 
tlmen described recently in “Medical Prog: 

ress,” as follows: 
“Headaches, like the poor, we ‘have al- 
ways with us,’ but there are headaches, and 
“headaches. One of the most obstinate of 
these is the indurative headache. It is of 
organic origin, chronic and usually par- 
oxysmal, occurring in various parts of the 
head, and due to deposits or infiltrations at 
different points, chiefly in the muscles of 
the head and neck. The disease has been 
recognized for years abroad, notably in 
Sweden and Germany, and is probably the 
most frequent form of organic headache. 
This condition is sometimes called ceph- 
aglia, cephalodynia, migraine, hemicrana, 
cranial neuralgia, or neuritis, and seems to 
be due to a deposition at the insertions or 
5 within the bodies of the muscle of the head 
and neck. It comes and goes at first and 
later becomes chronic, and when the chronic 
condition is present a headache may be 
brought on by fatigue, bad air, chilly and 
rainy weather. In the latter case it is suffi- 
cient to get within the outer limits of the 
storm conditions and aot necessarily within 
the area of rainfall. Attacks are most fre- 
quent in the fall and spring.” 

Persons who suffer from this type of head- 
ache frequently find that turning the head 
quickly from side to side produces pain in 
certain points in the neck, and that these 
painful points are sensitive to pressure. 
Yet continuous pressure over these points 
usually relieves the headache temporarily; 
and any headache that is relieved in this 
way is in all probability of the indurative 

type. 


A Leeches Still Considered Useful. 


Fifty years ago every drug store, or apoth- 
ecary shop, kept on hand a good supply of 
leeches. These clammy “blood suckers,” as 
most people know, possess the power of ex- 
tracting blood painlessly from the body 
when placed in contact with the skin, and 
were formerly used extensively in the treat- 

N ment of certain diseases. During the last 

quarter of a century, however, leeches have 

now. difficult to obtain them. But, according 

to Dr. Beverley Robinson, who speaks with 

authority on the subject of therapeutics, the 

leech is still a very useful, if not an agree- 

able, medical aid. Referring to this, Dr. 
Robinson says: 

“I am confident that the use of leeches 
would save not a few lives and avoid many 
operations. In uremia, cerebral hemorrhage 
and pneumonia, they would often be imval- 
uable.

It is of clear wheat, 
heavier than civilian bread but fully. as 
white and edible, and on account of its 
shrapriel-proof, watertight crust it is as 
good when two weeks old as when it is first 
baked. -It certainly gets some very hard 
usage before it reaches the soldiers. From 
the interior bakeries it is transported by. 
train and some twenty or thirty miles from 
the line it is transferred to the regimental 
wagons. They take it as close to the 
trenches as possible and for the rest of the 
distance—a mile or so—the men pack it on 
their backs. In sectors where there are 
long, narrow communfating trenches to go 
through, the usual way is to stick four loaves 
on a bayonet and so carry them over one’s 
shoulder.”

In this connection It is misieiceie to 
‘that the Oriental races suffer far less 
quently from caries of the teeth and 
eased gums than the people in western 
rope and America. Probably this is due 
racial differences. But the following ex- 
tract from a.letter written recently from 
Bombay, India, shows that there are pect- 
liarities in the methods of caring for the 
teeth in thé Orient, as we as an inherent 
difference in the teeth themselves: 

“When an orthodox Oriental rises in the 
early morning from his bed, he does not 
drink any cup of hot coffee without washing 
his mouth and cleansing his teeth but 
washes his mouth, hands and feet. Then 
thoroughly drying the weunes parts with a 
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ti 


clean towel, he sits with a large pail of 
fresh water by his side to cleanse his teeth. é 
Frequently he uses a twig of Babul or 
Acacia tree or even a Nimb tree's tender 
twig-for-a tooth brush. 

“First he chews one of the ends of the 
twig and forms it into)a brush. With ghis i 
improvised brush he cleanses each and 
every tooth and washes out the dirty sedi- 
ment with gargies of clean water. This 
done, he then washes thoroughly the same 
brush and again employs it to scrape his 
tongue. It takes him about five to ten min- 
utes to cleanse. Théh again he gargles the 
whole mouth together with the tongue. But 
his final task is to gargle his throat. In 
order to carry out thig end, he thrusts his 
fore atid middie fingers right into his 
pharynx, and thus tries to throw out all the 
phiegm.

That being over, many persons usually take 
a cup of hot tea or coffee. But those who 
do not make use of such drinks, enjoy 
themselves by chewing Betel nut, Bete!

Raisin Marketing. 


On the first of last Jaqpary the officers 
and managers of the California Associated 
Raisin Company gave an ultimatum to the 
raisin growers that they would abandon the 
field as a co-operative enterprise, and dis- 
organize the company, unless at least 15,000 
more acres were signed into the general 
pool. It was necessary to do this because 
the raisins held on the outside, which al- 
ways drifted into the hands of speculative 
middlemen, had a tendency to destroy the 
market and undo the work of the co-oper- 
ative organization of the growers. 

The surprising feature of this campaign 
was that, instead of getting the 15,000 ad- 
ditional acres called for, over 45,533 acres 
signed up during the last four menths. * 

This shows the remarkably strong founda- 
tion of co-operative marketing among the 
fruit growers of California. There have 
been many ups and downs in the history of 
the raisin combines, but the growers are 
determined that thelr own marketing ma- 
chinery shall not perish.

At 
the beginning of the current year there were 
planted. in this valley a total of 2050 acres 
of almonds, 550 of years, 230 of prunes, 100 
of apples, 60 of walnuts, 20 of cherries and 
25 of apricots. During the spring there has 
been planted pretty nearly as, big an acre 
age, making the total tree planting in the 
valley at the present time close to 5000 
acres. 

During the spring one planter set 7900 
almond trees, and several put in 7000 each. 
One firm planted 8000 prune trees. The 
largest planting of pear trees was 1000 acres, 


_ and the largest of walnuts was 700 acres. It 


has been found that the almond does well in 
this valley, and the district is now known 
as “the home of the almond.” Theré ‘are 
probably 3500 acres planted to this fruit in 
the upper Salinas Valley. From this it is 
very evident that almond culture is to be the 
leading fruit industry for years .to come. 

There must be a great deal of develop- 
ment of industries in the district where so 
many fruit trees are planted. There will be 
need of packing-houses, canneries, ware- 
houses and other facilities for handling this 
vast amount of fruit. It will afford a good 
place for the judicious inves ment of a good 
‘deal of capital. 

The current year bas been a wonderfully 
favorable one, as the rainfall has been abun- 
dant all through that part of California. It

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EW echarchyards in Ualifornia are 
beautified, few indeed are large enough 
to allow of embellishment with trees 
and plants, and this alone accounts for ‘he 
forbidding aspect of many. They are cold 
and cheerless, whereas they should be at 
tractive and inviting. A few rural churches 
have plants and trees round about but such 
grounds in no wise compare with those 
quite common in all European countries, 
Churches should avoid, so far as is pos 
sible, putting their buildings in business 
centers, and in the residence districts it is 
generally possible to have enough area for 
the planting of trees, shrhbs and other 
plants of special interest, those mentioned 
im the Bible and native to the Holy Land. 
Among those none is better known to fali- 
fornians than the cedar of Lebanon, from 
which the frame, at least, of Solomon's tem- 
ple was built, and it is recorded that in the 
forests of Lebanon he had 80,000 men fell- 
ing the trees and shaping them into timbers 
of various sizes. Now these patriarchal 
trees have dwindled down to a few groves, 
the largest of which contains less than 400 
trees, their greatest diameter being about 
nine feet.

Sterilizing Soils. 


OME of those using liquid drenches or 
disinfectants in sterilizing soils have

Acids, copper sulphate, formaldehyde and | 


all others are inferior to the method fol 
lowed in rendering soils sterile by heat, 
either by steaming or baking. The tem- 
perature should be sufficient to kill all seeds 
or other germs in the soil, whether by 
steam box or baking in an oven. It has 
been found profitable to sterilize soils for 
all seeds wherever it is possible without 
great expense.

The railroad commission appointed by 
President Taft to plan out the best lines 
of transportation for the development of 
Alaska chose Cordova and the : 
River road for extension to Fairbanks in 
preference to Seward and the Alaska 
Northern, but it advised that a second road 
be built from Seward around Cook Inlet 
and across to the Yukon by way of the 
Iditarod gold region. It also proposed a 
branch line to the Matanuska coal fields. 
The present administration has decided 
that the Seward-Fairbanks line is the bet- 
ter, and the road along that route is now 
being built. It is not improbable that the 
Copper River road may be extended at 
some time in the future. 


Personal Inspection. 


During my stay in Cordova I have taken 
a trip over the railroad. Its technical 


ame is the Copper River and Northwest- 


ern ‘Railway. The cars go smoothly. The 
passenger coaches are like those of the 
States. Their finish is oak and the seats 
are upholstered in wicker. The road is 
well built and well ballasted. It has the 
stundard gauge track, with seventy-pound 
rails similar to those on the new govern- 
ment railway. The road crosses the moun- 
tains by easy grades, having a maximum 
of not over 8-10 or 9-10 per cent., and it 
la so made that a trainload.of about 700 
tons can be carried each way over it. 
The construction of the road began in 
1906, and was completed in 1911. Its cost, 
it ia eald, is somewhere between fifteen 
and twenty million dollars, and some of 
its building shows great skill and scientific 
engineering. There are 196 miles of road 
now in. operation, and upon this there are 
dally freight trains on the Kennicott branch, 
and three trains a week between Cordova 
and Chitind, the station from where it 
was propose? to extend the road on to 
ka, 

The company has office buildings and 

machine and car shops here at Cordova.

It has the richest cop- 
per mines of the werld, and some which 
are now producing 60,900,000 pounds of 
copper a year at a cost of less than 5 cents 
a pound, The road is now bringing down 
from the Kennicott mines 200 carloads 
of such ore per month, and its yearly 
revenue from that source is something like 
$2,000,000. The ore is charged freight ac- 
cording to its value, and that now coming 
down averages over 70 per cent. pure cop- 
per and pays at the rate of a thousand 
dollars a carload, Some of the lower grade 
ores pay only $7 or $8 a ton. 
Accessible to Coal Fields. 


Another argument made for the Copper 
River railroad wag ite accessibility to the 
Bering River coal fields, which is only thirty- 
two miles from the present tracks and 
about seventy-five miles from Cordova. 
This is the coal that was so widely dis- 
cussed when M:. Gifford Pinchot and others 
made their great campaign for conserVa- 
tion. It is of excellent character, and it 
could be brought here to Cordova for 
smelting and reducing the ores, There are 
at present being mined about Prince Wil- 
liam Sound and in the mountains 
by ofes amounting to 50,000 
month. Much of ‘this goes over 
way to Cordova, and it all has to be t 
ported from here to the smelters at Ta- 
coma, 1200 miles away. With smelters at 
Cordova the cost of reducing would be 
opened up.

It is the onl> -atfroad that 
carries you right to the foot of magnificent 
glaciers and allows you to examine these 
greatest wonders of nature while the train 
stops. Within an hour of our arrival at 
Cordova an excursion train started out from 
the wharf, and the tourists on board were 
carried a distance of about fifty miles up 
the Copper River Valley to the Miles and 
Childs glaciers, two mighty rivers of ice 
that stand almost facing each other on op- 
posite sides of the track. . 

Leaving Cordova the road winds around 
the hills high over the water. It hangs to 
rocky cliffs, which are covered with a dense 
vegetation. A little later it enters the 
mouth of the Cupper River Valley and skirts 
Eyak Lake, which fills a depression scooped 
out by some prehistoric glacier. The lake 
is star-shaped, and is almost entirely shut 
in by high wooded mountains, which rise 
abruptly from the water's edge. The road 
goes for four miles along the winding shores 
of this lake and then crosses the Eyak 
River, which carries the glacial waters. of 
the lake out to the sea, It is by this river 
that the boats from Cordova go into and 
out from the lake, and during the summer 
months the stream is gay with canoes, row- 
boats and power crafts of every description. 
The lake teems with fish and it

Continued operations of feats of strength 
and agility in insects had led naturalists 
to make experiments which, even in view 
of the fact just referred to, will be found 
surprising and interesting. Having noticed 
certain thick-limbed and hard-shelled beetles 
burrowing in the earth and removing heavy 
clods, it was determined to make an exact 
measurement of the strength of these 
Herculean fellows. 

Little sacks of the lightest muslin were 
prepared and in these were put exact 
weights of fine shot. Some these sacks 
held a quarter of an ounce, half an 
even four ounces each. The were 
filled loosely, so that they would lie firmly 
on the back of an insect without falling off. 
The weighing was done with a chemists 
balance, which turned with the tenth part 
of a grain. 

The first trial was with the great black 
water-beetle, knows as dytiscus, often found 
in pools, troughs and milidams. A four- 
ounce bag of shot was put on its back, and 
it walked off with ease. Weights were add- 
ed until the beetle flatly refused ‘to carry 
any more. It was found that it could walk 
slowly under a load of twelve ounces. The 
beetle itself was weighed.

Much time and patience were required, be- 
cause each insect had to be tried several 
times in order to insure correct results. 

After many and careful experiments the 
conclusion was that the champion runner 
is a spider. Spiders, though closely re 
lated to the true insects, are not properly 
classified with them. True spiders have 
eight legs instead of six, and spiders differ 
in other respects from the construction 
which naturalists hold to be strictly char 
‘acteristic of insects. 

There is a dark-gray, brown-striped epétes 
of “small size, common everywhere in the 
long grass, weeds and mosses in woods and 
fields from early spring to late autumn. 
Spiders of this species build no webs, but 
roam about in search of their prey through 
the miniature tangled forests of stems and 
stalks, running with wonderful swiftness 
and easily overtaking the insects on which 
they feed. They are the tigers of the in- 
sect world. 

Several specimens were captured with 
difficulty, and their speed was tested on 
smceoth rocks, logs and fence-rails, with 
remarkable results. One was selected that 
measured threesixteenths of an inch in 
length, and his run was timed across an 
ollcloth-covered desk twenty-three inches 
wide.
